Specification 

The objections to the specification, outlined in the previous Office Action, have 
been overcome by applicants amendment The amendment clarifies general formula 
(I) on page 4 of the specification as appropriate and supplies an acceptable abstract. 

112 Rejections Wittidrawn 

The rejection of claim 1 under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, outlined in the 
previous Office Action, is withdrawn. As applicant points out, the examiner has factually 
misinterpreted the pertinent notation in general formula (I). 

The rejection of claims 1-8. 13 and 17 under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph, 
outlined in the previous Office Action, is withdrawn. Applicant's most recent 
amendment provides a clean copy of the text of the above claims, which were 
apparently previously illegible due to transmission errors. 

The rejection of the remaining claims, also under 35 USC 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite because they depended from an indefinite claim, is 
withdrawn. The rejection is moot.

Claims 1 , 2. 4-6. 8. 9 and 1 1-22 are allowed for reasons of record.
